At im curly hour this morning I was 


awakened by a heniy firing in the direc- 
tion of Iruii, and, 'dressing hastily, I 
made my way to tho bridge already 
spoken of. Vpon my arrival there I 
found that a band of Carlist troops un- 
der the command of Lient.-Uen. Bei- 
raye, had made an attempt this morning 
to'take Irnn by a coup <le wain. They 
had prepared what I may call am "in- 
fernal machine," which was placed upon 
the body of a curt, and consisted of dif- 
ferent kinds of combustible materials, 
in the composition of which petroleum 
formed n principal ingredient, and a 
number of men pushed this vehicle 
along the road leading from Tolosa to 
Iruu, intending, upon arriving i>t the 
gate, to set lire to it and obtain posses- 
sion of the towc, which they could pos- 
sibly have done without much difficulty 
during the confusion which would have 
taken place. It appears, however, that 
the commandant of Irnn received infor- 
mation last night that an attack of this 
kind was to be made this morning. 
When the Carlista arrived within a hun- 
dred and fifty yards of the gate they 
found a deep trench cut across the road 
which prevented their further progress. 
As soon as they arrived at this point 
they were attacked by the Republicans 
and repulsed, leaving the "infernal ma- 
chine" upon the road, where it now re- 
mains at the time of writing. The Re- 
publican soldiers do no* seem inclined 
to meddle with it, and I can hardly 
blame them, for it certainly is a meat 
suspicious-looking construction.
